beam which is generally spread widthwise with respect to a road axis. The optical means is 
adapted to create two distinct zones of maximum intensity (see figures 5 and 6).

The optical means is adapted to create 
two distinct zones of maximum intensity (for example see figure 35).

(Loper or Mori et al or Kobayashi) discloses a pair of headlights for a vehicle 
comprising a light source and optical means positioned adjacent to each light source for 
cooperation with the light source for producing a beam which is generally spread widthwise with 
respect to a road axis. Each headlight conforms to the bends of the road and is adapted to create 
a distinct zones of maximum intensity.
